A VICTIM OF THE DE BEERS MINE CATASTROPHE. 


THE LATE S. LINDSAY, 


AN ENGLISH HERO 
LOST IN THE DE BEERS MINE. 


Tue untimely death of Mr. Clarence Stewart 
Lindsay, among those who perished in the 
disastrous conflagration at the De Beers Diamond 
Mine, near. Kimberley, “іп South Africa, on 
July 11, has created deep regret in Sunderland 
and Newcastle, and in all the mining districts of 
Durham and Northumberland, where he was 
widely known and highly esteemed. Our pub- 
lication of his Portrait will greatly extend the 
circle of those who lament his loss. -He was son 
of Mr. James Lindsay, superintendent registrar 
of births, deaths, and marriages at Sunderland, 
and was twenty-eight years of age. Having been 
educated for the profession of mining engineer, 
as a pupil of Mr. John Daglish, of Tynemouth, 
he was first employed at the Marsden Colliery, 
where he distinguished. himself in some remark- 
able operations; and five or six years ago he was 
appointed by Sir Charles Mark Palmer manager 
of the Usworth Colliery. 

The feat he performed on the occasion of the 
explosion there, іп 1885, was a gallant attempt 
to save the lives of a couple of miners, who, along 
with himself, formed a rescue party, and who 
succumbed to the after-damp. Не preserved his 
own life by chewing rusty nails, which counter- 
acted the effect of the deadly gas which he had 
inhaled. Im а half unconscious condition he 
dragged these men a considerable distance 
through. the workings, and the act of heroism 
which. he performed, though unavailing, attracted 
the attention of the whole country at the time. 

Mr.” Lindsay could not, at the time of his 
death, have been more than a full week at the 
mine, since he had not long arrived in South 
Africa, being appointed manager of four great 
diamond mines, of which the De Beers is one. 


As proof of the estimation in which he was held 
by the profession, on the occasion of the visit of 
the Institute of Mining and Mechanical En- 
gineers to Newcastle, he was appointed to inspect 
and report upon the various methods of ven- 
tilation in mines in this country and on the 
Continent. , 


TERRIBLE DISASTER AT THE

We learn from the Capetown Correspondent of 
the Daily News that the attention of the whole of 
South Africa has been during the past month 
fixed on the frightful accident to the De Beers 
Mine.

ON WEDNESDAY, JULY 11, 


between six and seven in the evening, the usual 
change was in progress. Ata few minutes past 
six o’clock, a skip full of white miners had been 
drawn up. The natives, in long strings, looking 
for all the world, with their black naked bodies, 
like lines of big ants, were passing up and down 
the ladder-ways at the side of the skip-way. 
When the manager, Mr. Williams, was advised 
by telephone from the bottom of the shaft that 
there was something wrong in the mine, and that 
it was on fire, a skip was just starting down with 
four miners in it. 
MR. LINDSAY, THE SUB-MANAGER, 


ordered one of the men to get out, took his 
place, started down to see what was wrong, and 
with his companions went to his terrible fate. 
This is the gallant Mr. Lindsay whose likeness 
we have the honour to print. About the same 
time another load of miners started from the

bottom of the shaft, but when part of the way 
up the rope, owing, as it is conjectured, to being 
red-hot from the fire in the shaft, parted, and 
the skip and its contents were dashed to pieces. 
Almost simultaneously the telephone broke 
down, and all communication ceased, dense 
clouds of smoke poured out of all the shafts, 
and as darkness fell the mine was surrounded by 
thousands of people, powerless to avert the 
hideous tragedy that everyone knew was going 
on so near, where 700 men were 
ENTOMBED IN THE BURNING MINE. 


At daybreak next morning search parties were 
organised, and there was no lack of volunteers, 
who tried to penetrate into the workings through 
the air-shaft, and the authorities took steps to 
open communication through the “ Gem shaft.” 
Tt was not, however, till ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing after the catastrophe that

workings at the bottom of the mine. He was 
soon followed by more white men and natives, 
and in the course of the day, owing to the per- 
severing and courageous efforts of the search 
party, 49 white men and 460 natives were 
extricated,from their dangerous position, at the 
infinite peril, in many cases, of those who in their 
search penetrated the stifling galleries of the 
burning mine. 'The work of rescue had to be 
stopped on account of the danger attending it, 
but not before even the most slender hope of 
finding any more survivors had been practically 
abandoned. It is certain that

АП that can be gathered from the narratives 
ofthe survivors is that between six and seven 
o'clock in the evening a mass of white miners 
and natives were congregated at the foot of 
No. 1 shaft, in the 500ft. level, waiting their 
turn to ascend. Suddenly the report was spread 
that Triggen's shaft, which goes from the 500 ft. 
to the 700ft. level, was on fire. Тһе miners 
rushed to put out the flames, but were driven 
back, and sought refuge in the 6006. level. 
The flames spread from Triggen’s shaft to the 
inclined shaft, which caught fire and burned 
from the 500 ft. level upwards; and both 
ascending and descending skips had thus to pass 
through what was practically a sheet of flame, 
which heated and fused the hauling wire 
attached to the skips, rendering all communi- 
cation completely impossible. On being con- 
vinced that they were cut off by the burning 
mass from all egress in this direction, the 
miners endeavoured to get the natives to 


follow them through the workings to the foot of | 
the “ Gem ” shaft, where they trusted to find at | 
any rate fresh air enough to keep them alive 


through the night till rescue could reach them. 
Speaking generally, the natives seem to have 
been rather stupefied and dazed than to have 
been in a state of active panic. Undoubtedly 
great loss of life, possibly the greatest, occurred 
from their trying to crowd up the ladder-ways in 
the main shaft, then burning; and we are told 
that the bottom of the shaft and some of the 
ladder-ways between the levels are actually 
choked with masses of suffocated natives. But 
the large number rescued shows that the panic 
could not have been general. 


INSTANCES OF GREAT HEROISM 


and of much kindly feeling are not wanting. 
One miner, named Archibald, at the outset of the 
conflagration had reached a place of safety, but 
went back to warn his ‘‘ boys’’—natives—who 
were working in the galleries, and sacrificed his 
life by doing so. According to further particulars 
of the catastrophe, twenty-five white men and 178 
natives were killed. Among the many who dis- 
tinguished themselves by signal acts of bravery 
were two natives, one of whom returned three 
times through the blinding smoke, and 
carried out three Europeans, who had become 
insensible, some 600ft., to places of safety, 
through narrow passages blocked with dead. 
The other, a Zulu, carried his master, under 
similar circumstances, to a safe place at a higher 
level. Both men were to reccive medals and 
rewards. The Government Commission to inquire 
into the disaster sat with closed doors.

The victorious 
fleet then, still advancing towards Liverpool, 
came across the two gun-boats and the torpedo- 
vessels which had essayed the first attack. They 
were speedily hors de combat, and the defending 
vessels entered the river in triumph, with their 
prizes in company, and came to anchor. 
The battle caused the greatest interest and ex- 
Citement in the city, and thousands of spectators 
lined the river-walls and stages on each side of 
the river.

ACCIDENT ON AN 
EXCURSION STEAMER. 
Бану on Monday morning a serious 
accident happened on the large pas- 
senger steamer, Duke of Connanght, 
which usually runs between Fleetwood 
and Belfast, but is at present engaged 
in taking passengers to the Isle of 
Man, chartered by the Isle of Man 
Steam Packet Company. An excursion 
had been organised trom Halifax to the 
island, and shortly before four on Mon- 
day morning the train arrived at Fleet- 
wood. People at ouce went on board 
the steamer, which was lying at the 
quay, and she started at four o’clock. 
A gale was blowing from the west, and 

drenching showers fell at intervals. 
When the vessel was a few miles out 
the mainmast snapped 20ft. from the 
deck, owing, it is said, to the pitching 
of the steamer. The great mast fell on 
to the bridge with a crash, and there 
broke into three pieces. ‘The deck was 
crowded, and the wreckage fell among 
the excursionists, injuring seriously 


six of them. Great alarm was 
occasioned, and there was much 
excitement on deck. А Halifax 


surgeon was on board, and he rendered 
all the help possible. 

The captain immediately turned his 
steamer and ran back to Fleetwood as 
rapidly as possible. Here the local 
doctors were called in and rendered all 
the help they could. It was decided 
to send two patients to the Preston 
Royal Infirmary, fifteen miles away, 
and they were conveyed thither by 
train. ‘They were Henry Washington 
and Walter Crossley, butchers, both 
of Halifax. Some of the passengers 
refused to go on to the island, and went 
to Blackpool, but the others faced the 
storm, and were safely landed at 
Douglas at eleven o'clock.

Five young people at the commence- 
ment of this week took a boat with the 
intention of proceeding to Clarens, and 
on their way there, while endeavouring 
to steer clear of the steamer Bonivard, 
were precipitated into the water, three 
young girls being drowned. 
ROYAL ALBERT YACHT CLUB.

About two o’clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing a fatal accident occurred to a 
passenger guard, named Isaac Green, 
of Oxford, on the Great Western Rail- 
way, at Princes Risboro’ Station. He 
was returning in charge of an excur- 
sion train from Dover to Oxford, and 
when at Princes Risboro’ Station he 
fell off the engine and was killed. 


PASSENGER STEAMER SUNK.

A BURGLAR SHOT. 


At two o’clock on Tuesday morning, 
John Matthews, in the employ of Mr. 
Enos Read, Monk’s Farm, East Wick- 
ham—a lonely farm-house between 
Woolwich and Bexley Heath — was 
about starting with a load of fruit for 
the London market, when he noticed a 
light in the sitting-room of the house. 
Thinking that there was something 
wrong, he tapped at the door with 
his whip, and the light immediately 
He then called up his 
master, saying—‘‘ Someone is in the 
house; you had better bring your 
gun down with you." Mr. Read then 
went down with a six - chambered 
revolver and a light. He said to the 
man, ** Who's there?” and receiving 
no reply challenged him a second time 
saying, “ТЕ you don't tell me who 


you are and what you are doing there, | 


I. shall shoot you." The man made 
no reply, and Mr. Read fired, and the 
burglar fell on the floor exclaiming, 

* You have shot me. Don't fire 
again.” 

Police - Constable Bentham, 442 R, 
searched him and found on him 
a chisel, gimlets, knife, a box of 
matches, and two pieces of wax candle. 
He made no statement, and was con- 
veyed in Mr. Reed's horse and cart 
to the police-station at Shooter’s-hill, 
where he was attended to by Dr. Max- 
well, the police surgeon, who ordered 
his removal to the Woolwich Infirmary. 
He was formally charged with burglar- 
10usly breaking into the farm-house, 
and gave the name of Frederick 
Saunders, refusing his address. He 
had effected an entrance by forcing 
back the catch of the window with the 
knife found on him. 


MURDER AT CANTERBURY. 


An old lady, named Susan Rayner, 
upon whom fearful injuries were 
inflicted, it is alleged, a few days since 
by a woman named Catherine Church, 
at Canterbury, died in the Kent 
and Canterbury Hospital on Tuesday 
morning. Church, who was arrested 
immediately after the assault, will now 
be charged with murder. It appears 
that the prisoner was last week sum- 
moned by the old lady for using abusive 
language, and was ordered to pay a 
fine. Two days later, at about six 
o'clock in the morning, Church, it is 
alleged, went to Mrs. Rayner’s house 
and attacked her with a hammer, in- 
flicting fearful injuries upon the old 
woman's head and face, and rendering 
her insensible. When arrested later 
on by Police-Inspector Andrews, thé 
prisoner said: “1 did it, and I meant 
to doit. I shall have to suffer for it; 
but I was not going to be punished for 
nothing. It wasall perjury and bribery 
against metheotherday." A hammer, 
to which pieces of human hair were 
adhering, was afterwards found in the 
prisoner’s house, and Mrs. Rayner’s 
depositions incriminating the prisoner 
were taken before her death. Mrs. 
Rayner was sixty-nine years old. 
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THE ABYSSINIAN CAMPAIGN. 
AN ITALIAN FORCE ROUTED. 
Tue Italian Minister of War has re- 
ceived the following telegram from tne 
General commanding at Massowah :— 
“ Having learned, on July 31, th»* 
DEBEL WAS ASSEMBLING AT SUGANEITE, 
on the Gura-Digsa road, nearly 120 
kilométres from Arkiko, about 300 
men, armed with muskets, in order to 
make raids in the surrounding country, 
the Commander-in-Chicf dispatched 
400 Bashi-Bazouks, under a Captain 
and four Lieutenants, to surprise 
Debeb. Adem Aga, with 200 Dashi- 
Bazouks, followed, to cover the rear. 
At Uoa, the Italian Captain was in- 
formed that Debeb had 470 men, in 
consequence of which he waited for 
Adem Aga, who on the march had 
enlisted 200 Assaortins. This, however, 
caused some delay; so that Sugancite 
was only reached оп Aug. 8. Debeb, 
who had been informed of the Italian 
movements, was found to have made 
every preparation to defend the place. 
Nevertheless the Italian captain, after 
surrounding the village, gallantly 
entered it, with a Lieutenant and 100 
Bashi-Bazouks, and 
DROVE OUT THE ABYSSINIANS 
from a small fort, which he then 
occupied. But the Assaortins, who 
had already been guilty of treachery in 
sending information to Debeb during 
the march of the Italian force, 
DESERTED DURING THE FIGHTING, 
and joining the enemy attacked the 
Italians. ‘The defence of the fort 
thus became impossible. The captain 
and lieutenants were wounded in 
several places, and the Bashi-Bazouks 


left the position in disorder. The 
treachery of the  Assaortins and 
the preponderance of force thus 


gained by the enemy produced a 
panic among the Bashi-Bazouks who 
were waiting outside the village. 
Three Italian lieutenants and a few 
soldiers desperately resisted the 
enemy’s onslaught without yielding an 
inch of ground. It appears that all 
the Italian officers, with the exception 
perhaps of one, fell in the fighting. 
About 400 of our Bashi-Bazouks were 
found at Uoa. 
THE ITALIAN OFFICERS FOUGHT 
HEROICALLY. 


Our losses are 350 men. Many of the 
Bashi-Bazouks who have returned are 
wounded. They brought back their 
rifles with them. It is believed that 
Adem Aga was killed. In addition to 
20 Assaortins already held as hostages, 
the Italian Commander has arrested 20 
more men of the same tribe.” 
* * * * 

It is semi-officially announced in 
Rome that Russia, Germany, Great 
Britain, Austro-Hungary, and Spain 
have declared the capitulations inap- 
plicable to Massowah and the de- 
pendent territory. All the other 
Powers have taken formal cognisance 
of the two Italian Notes of July 25.
